Degrees Have Purpose 


Degrees various kinds are necessary 
the Catholic teacher. One the prin- 
cipal reasons for seeking degrees, espe- 
cially advanced studies, satisfy the 
demands the several standardizing 
bureaus. Degrees are required nearly 
all teachers secondary and collegiate 
grades, and, some localities, even 
elementary teachers. The degree itself 
piece paper which entitles the 
owner some scholastic honors, among 
which the right write few letters 
the alphabet after his her name. But 
degree should indicate that its possessor 
has performed definite amount scholas- 
tic labor and thereby has acquired some 
knowledge the arts and sciences. And 
this demand for degrees one means 
insuring study, especially advanced 
study, the part its owner and guaran- 
teeing that school will staffed 
faculty with requisite knowledge. There 
exception made the case Catholic 
teachers Catholic schools.

olic. All this well known but the real 
purpose degree often forgotten and, 
result, abuses have crept into the 
Catholic educational system which are con- 
trary the very purpose its existence. 


Sometimes They Are Abused 


principal abuse the worshiping 
degrees. other words, the degree be- 
comes fetish which considered more 
important than religion itself. Unless 


misinformed, the primary end and purpose 


Catholic teacher personal salvation, 
which secured teaching religion 
and secular subjects the light Cath- 
olic truth. This purpose forgotten 
some teachers who desire write few 
initials after their names. Religious fervor 
becomes cold because either the time 
allotted devotions curtailed order 
write thesis whatever required 
for degree, strange theories and hereti- 
cal authors are studied and accepted. Lack 
knowledge Catholic dogma and 
desire appear well versed popular 
psychology and scientific thought, 
dangerous combination any religious 
teacher. Some Catholic teachers know more 
the teachings Kilpatrick; Dewey, 
Jeans, al., than they St. Thomas. 
dean eastern college once remarked 
that several members the faculty had 
just returned with advanced degrees but 
with less religious devotion and zeal. This 
has happened too often. hard un- 
derstand how Catholic teacher can 
lose the proper value things place 
degree above the avowed purpose his 
her existence. 


They Should Earned 


Sometimes the method obtaining the 
coveted degree not above reproach. 
say “obtaining the degree” and not “earn- 
ing the degree.” Many college professors 
not wish see religious students 
their classes, because such students are in-

clined look for special privileges, exemp- 
tions from assignments, and frequent cuts, 
and yet demand passing grade irrespec- 
tive the careless work performed. This 
reacts unfavorably the less fortunate 
members the class who can see reason 
for such distinctions. This condition can 
intensified when such students attend the 
classes religious professor who may 
may not belong their religious family. 
passing grade often blackmailed 
these cases. How? The procedure easy. 
Let look the situation which 
religious professor faced students who 
not work. Professors are human and 
have pride their reputations teachers. 
the religious refuses the proper 
amount classwork, then two courses 
action are open the professor. First the 
offending student may passed avoid 
friction and then word goes out all who 
may care listen that the professor 
“an easy mark.” Secondly, the student may 
“flunked” and the professor then 
classified Simon Legree. Thus can 
happen that priests Sisters Brothers 
may receive credit for course which 
they have honest claim. They are 
credited with the course because they are 
clad religious garb and not because they 
are real students. 


Teachers Are Misplaced 


Again the mad scramble after degrees 
may cause the proud possessors them 
too much aware their own scholas- 
tic ability. There results sort hierarchy 
degrees. the apex the pyramid 
stand the lordly doctors philosophy 
worthy labor deep problems re- 
search impart small share their 
knowledge the most advanced students. 
Further down are grouped the masters 
whose labors can lower than 
secondary levels. The base the pyramid 
and the support made possible the 
undecorated workers who can teach only 
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the most difficult elementary subjects 
the most important task all. 


Teachers Are Overworked 


Here might mention sad state 
which results from the conditions men- 
tioned above. Some superiors insist that all 
members the faculty community 
obtain degrees order that air in- 
tellectuality may given the school 
community. visit any summer school 
extension course will find students who 
are either unwilling unable carry the 
burden study placed upon them. good 
many these people have borne the heat 
and the burden the day and are entitled 
well-earned rest. Instead they must 
study. certain portion are quite unfitted 
for advanced study, for neither Roman 
collar nor religious habit can impart 
mental ability. Very often severe case 
mental indigestion all that some these 
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students carry away from such courses. 
And this may aggravated rash 
intellectual pride. Thus many excellent 
teachers are ruined. 


Fundamental Principles 

all this work for degrees, which 
know are required teachers, certain facts 
must kept mind. 

Not all teachers with degrees can 
teach. 

The lower grades are the most diffi- 
cult teach and require carefully trained 
teachers. Not all degreed teachers are en- 
tirely willing this work. 

Pride capital sin. Intellectual 
pride has caused many heartaches the 
Church.

St. John Bosco, Educator and 


popularly known Don Bosco, was 
born August 18, 1815. His birthplace was 
cabin the obscure hillside hamlet 
Becchi, some dozen miles from Turin 
Piedmont, Italy. Endowed with little world- 
wealth but gifted with keen mind, 
generous heart, and indomitable spirit, 
overcame the numerous difficulties and 
obstacles that beset his path and became 
priest, educator, founder religious con- 
gregations, and friend underprivileged 
youth. His reputation for personal sanctity 
and charitable works carried his name 
the ends the earth long before his death 
1888. 

There was marked spiritual kinship 
between Don Bosco and St. Francis 
Sales, who once wrote these charming 
words: tender love for his neighbor 
one the most excellent gifts 
that Divine Providence can bestow upon 
Nowhere else can found more 
adequate expression the motive which 
inspired and sustained Don Bosco’s life- 
work. has been variously described 
pearl the priesthood,” Italian St. 
Vincent Paul,” and “first friend 
modern youth.” 


Saint Modern Times 


His works found favor with two reigning 
Popes, Pius and Leo XIII. The latter 
sent him the Apostolic Benediction few 
hours before his death January 31, 
1888, and started the Process his Cause 
within months his death. Pius de- 
clared him Venerable July, 1907. 
was proclaimed Blessed June 1929, 
Pope Pius XI, who while still school- 


Friend Youth Hugh Graham, 


master, had visited him the Oratory and 
seen the important work had under- 
taken. Finally, was Canonized 
November 28, 1933, and 
newest St. John. 

The tribute, which Pius paid his 
friend the occasion when the Decree 
Don Bosco’s heroic virtues was read, 
part follows: 

“Don Bosco towers head and shoulders 
above the ordinary run men; 
gigantic figure upon whom Divine Provi- 
dence has lavished its choicest gifts. 
have seen this man, Don Bosco, face 
face; have talked with him; have 
examined his character, and have seen 
his profound humility which tried 
vain conceal; have watched him 
daily life. our opinion, was one 
those men who leave the mark their 
genius wherever they are.” 

Several interesting biographies the 
saint have appeared. those English 
the one Father Boyton should men- 
tioned; also, the English translation the 
Danish life Jorgensen and that the 
French life Gheon. These are well 
written, instructive, and edifying. Unfortu- 
nately, however, comprehensive study 
has been made his educational system. 
The result that his important place 
educational history realized few. The 
average biographer passes over his educa- 
tional labors with few incidental refer- 
ences, and, what still more remarkable, 
his name not even mentioned English 
and American textbooks the history

Chance 

the Feast the Immaculate Con- 
ception, 1841, few months after his

The group grew rapidly. March, 
1842, they numbered 30, and two years 
later exceeded 400. This group called 
the Oratory St. Francis Sales. was 
boys’ club organized for religious 
and recreational purposes, but the name 
was appropriate since the religious purpose 
was the primary one. first the meetings 
were held any convenient place, some- 
times rented rooms, more frequently 
the open air. Still the numbers grew. 
April, 1846, they had increased five 
hundred and some kind fixed abode be- 
came essential. About this time, Don Bosco 
acquired piece land which there 
was shed, which and his boys soon 
into chapel, and the Archbishop 
Turin gave Don Bosco the faculties 
priest. Now, with episcopal permis- 
could say Mass for his flock, 
preach, hear confessions, and give Holy 
The activities the Oratory 
extended include both Sunday and 
school. Classes were held the 
R’s and history, geography, 
French, and Italian. 

May, 1847, the Oratory took its 
boarders, boys who were homeless 
the large city. was boarding school 
which probably has parallel educa- 
tional history. The boys had clothed 
and fed well instructed and there was 
visible source income. Madame Mar- 
garet, the mother, 
mother, and for years prior her death 
November, 1856, she labored heroically, 
sacrificing time, leisure, and even her small 
stock worldly possessions order 
the hungry, clothe the naked, and 
comfort the afflicted among her growing 
family foster children. 


Founding Religious Order 

Don Bosco’s work soon reached point 
where one man, matter how energetic, 
could carry singlehanded. soon 
attracted him valuable help from several 
the more zealous young priests Turin, 
but long the whole undertaking rested 
informal basis there was danger 
arising from the lack unified 
death the founder. meet such con- 
Don Bosco sought form 
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society helpers which received the ap- 
proval his Archbishop 1858. 1862 
his companions bound themselves 
observe the Rules the Salesian Society 
which was solemnly approved Pope Pius 
1869. Two other societies associated 
with the name Don Bosco should also

mentioned. One the Congregation 
the Daughters Mary Help Christians 
which was founded 1872; the other 
the Union Salesian Cooperators which 
was established four years later. 
This lay lay apostolate 
somewhat similar purpose the Confer- 
ences St. Vincent Paul which were 
formed Frederick Ozanam years 
later. 
Three Specialties 

There were three projects which were 
especially dear the heart Don Bosco: 
the education youth, vocations for the 
priesthood, and foreign missions. the 
time his death there were 250 houses 
the Salesian order all quarters the 
globe with enrollment 130,000. From 
these schools had gone forth 18,000 fin- 
ished for should ex- 
plained that his schools taught trades 
well literary branches equip 
their graduates for the duties 
respecting and self-supporting citizens. 

the mother house Turin the studies 
were Italian, Latin, French, and mathe- 
matics, and the students this establish- 
ment formed teaching corps for the 
houses which grew other places. 
1888, more than six thousand such 
teachers went out from the parent institu- 
tion. 

After the saint’s death the seed 
planted continued grow and bear fruit. 
1934 there were 1430 Salesian Institutes 
various kinds scattered over five conti- 
nents. these labored 10,408 Salesians 
and 7768 Sisters, while the Salesian Co- 
workers numbered half million. Their 
activities are divided into two main 
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groups: training and educating the civi- 
lized countries Europe and America and 
missions Asia, Africa, and South 
America. 

The schools begin with the primary 
grades and lead, for those having religious 
vocations, seminaries for the priesthood. 
The society also conducts Sunday schools 
and evening schools for adult workmen, 
schools for those who enter the priesthood 
late life, technical and trade schools, 
well printing establishments for the 
diffusion good literature many differ- 
ent languages. The members the society 
have also charge hospitals and asylums; 
they nurse the sick and they take pastoral 
charge rural districts. 


Genuine Catholic Action 

From what has been already written 
clear that Don Bosco was many ways 
pioneer. Gheon remarks: our pres- 
ent-day effort, powerfully encouraged 
the Holy See boys’ clubs, midday 
Masses, Catholic Journalism, and even the 
Christian sprang first from his 
head; not one item but was first put 
into operation him.” Nor does this list 
exhaust the complete range the activities 
which either initiated revived de- 
sirable practices. accustom his pupils 
habits prudence and foresight well 
guard them from those who might 
take advantage their misfortunes 
cases emergency established among 
them mutual benefit society. This was 
the first society its kind founded 
Catholics and became the model for 
many others. 

With rare intuition foresaw the dan- 
gers, spiritual well economic, which 
the workers were exposed under the ex- 
ploitation increasingly materialistic 
civilization. not only diagnosed the 
cause but suggested the remedy along the 
lines which Leo XIII, some years later, 
made known the whole Christian world. 
the space years Don Bosco’s own 
works grew rapidly number and variety 
but all the time kept steadily mind 
his controlling purpose, the making his 
youthful charges into stanch and sturdy 
Catholics, skilled and informed workmen, 
self-respecting and loyal citizens. 

What was the secret Don Bosco’s suc- 
cess educator? might say that, 
like all great Catholic educators, applied 
the conditions his time the principles 
laid down the greatest all teachers, 
the Founder Christianity. Don 
Bosco’s day was necessary counteract 
the evil influences naturalism stemming 
from the teaching Rousseau and coming 
down through the well-meant efforts 
Added this were the inroads the 
grosser materialism accompanying the in- 
dustrial revolution. Nor must overlook 
the insidious propaganda the liberals 
who under the cloak patriotism were 
weakening the Christian faith. all these 
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“isms” Don Bosco opposed his “pedagogy 
love.” “The most excellent all pas- 
sions, the principal generator all virtues, 
the sovereign efficacious remedy against all 
the moral evils man uncontestably 
the love God.” “My method,” said Don 
Bosco, that the Master masters; 
the method handed down the Gospel, all 
charity and devotion.” 


Complete Education 


Much might written about the appli- 
cation this system the practical 
problems school, but unless the fun- 
damental principle understood the details 
would lose much their meaning. From 
what has been written clear that the 
intellectual side education was not over- 
looked, but for Don Bosco essential 
educate the whole man, the head, the 
heart, and the hand. Physical education 
had its place. Don Bosco encouraged such 
activities running, jumping, gymnastics, 
well music, declamation, theater, 
hikes, excursions, and wide variety 
games conducive health mind and 
body. often reminded his helpers the 
advice St. Philip Neri: “Let the children 
what they will, provided they not 
sin.” clear that Don Bosco agreed 
with the French proverb: saint triste 
qu’un triste saint, saint who sad 
but sorry saint. 

Don Bosco had always clear concep- 
tion the relation means ends. For 
him the supreme end education was the 
formation moral character. one was 
more strenuous opposition the pagan 
notion that educated man necessarily 
good man. The child must have sound 
principles conduct which are not given 
him so-called “neutral education.” 
These principles are inadequate unless care 
taken the same time form sturdy 
character, through the education the 
will. Moreover, the will cannot formed 
without the aids religion; hence the 
emphasis placed Don Bosco frequent 
confession, frequent Communion, daily 
Mass. These, insisted, were the pillars 
needed sustain the educational edifice. 
And the mention frequent Communion 
reminds that once more Don Bosco was 
ahead his time reviving Catholic 
practice which got great impetus from 
Pope Pius 


The Preventive System 

Don Bosco would certainly have been 
the last claim that had made per- 
sonal contribution either educational 
theory practice. Yet the verdict pos- 
terity will give him credit for what 
known “the preventive system.” is, 
course, but part, though integral 
one, his “pedagogy love,” and 
applies educational institution the 
principle that “prevention better than 
cure.” modern pedagogical jargon, 
would called the prophylactic system. 
Don Bosco strongly urged and uniformly 
practiced the preventive system which 
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placed sharp contrast with the repressive 
system traditional the schools. Both 
have for their objective the maintenance 
order bringing about obedience the 
rules the school. The spirit and motives 
each are different, however, are their 
respective educational outcomes. 

The preventive system inspired 
love, the repressive system rests fear. 
vision, but the preventive system the 
infringement the law rule giving, 
necessary, word warning; whereas, 
the repressive system the detection 
the offense and its prompt punishment are 
emphasized. The preventive system avoids 
humiliating the child, preserves his dignity 
and self-respect, and causes him have 
healthy respect for the rules the school; 
the repressive system produces the opposite 
effects. Even where the repressive system 
succeeds preventing disorder does 
little improve the guilty one. Under the 
preventive system, however, the 
come have confidence their teachers, 
seek their advice and guidance, and carry 
with them happy memories the school.

Education for the Poor 

Contemporary educators who 
studied Don Bosco’s work have 
unqualified admiration for and 
assign him high place among those 
educators whose names 
words. those who have attained 
the majority have labored behalf the 
upper and middle classes society. For 
Don Bosco, however, the special object 
his solicitude was the children the 
letariat. was drawn irresistibly 
orphan and forsaken. These treated 
his very own, delivering them from 
saving them from vice, raising them

able. Some are good and some are bad. And 
the problem the educator develop 
plan for dealing with both. The quickest 
way would eject the bad ones; but 
very often ejecting, like pulling

The 
best way, therefore, would 
the good ones, that the house may

Find the Aptitude 


The trouble that very often both 
teacher and pupil not understand 
plan, not find out which 
the aptitude and wherein lies the deficiency. 
Thus the unfortunate victim the error 
often goes through school trying get 
‘sufficient marks variety subjects 
for which was never intended, having 
neither time nor inclination develop the 
particular talent which was meant 
excel; and, when his school days are 
ended, with unhappy remembrance 
the past, and with slight hope for the 
future, the reason being that neither the 
teacher nor the pupil has discovered his 
aptitude. 
course, the teachers are not 
blamed for that. Their immediate duty 


would

give their pupils grounding certain 


subjects that are considered essential for 
all; and any pupil goes out deficient 


any one these subjects looked 
reflection the school. The ideal 
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way would be, instead having one 
teacher for pupils, turn each pupil 
over specialist his particular talent 
aptitude; but then, where would you get 
all the teachers required? Where would 
you find all the funds? shall probably 
stick the old system, leaving the burden 
discovery and development aptitudes 
the pupil himself his parents. 


Cultivate the Aptitude 

fact parents are better position 
help this matter than teachers. The 
boy’s tastes and aptitudes are more likely 
show themselves home than the 
school, and while encouraging him 
his best the regular course study 
the school, parents should also encourage 
him develop his particular aptitude 
around the home. They should supply him 
with set carpenter’s plumber’s 
electrician’s tools according his taste; 
and they are that way only performing 
duty imposed them God. For the 
teacher school was intended not 
supplant, but supplement the work 
the parent; was intended simply 
supply the variety things for which the 
ordinary parent not equipped. And thus 
though the pupil may have gone through 
all his classes with the mark deficiency 
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stamped his monthly report card, 
may all the time perfecting himself 
the particular aptitude which was 
meant excel. 

the same morals. The best way 
destroy bad habits crowd them out 
with good ones. are sure have habits 
some kind, but the number limited, 
and the aim the religious teacher should 
see that the good habits are cared 
and tended that the bad ones will die 
neglect. your boy going with the 
“wrong crowd,” remember his nature 
attach himself somebody; and see 
equally attractive and numerous crowd 
the right kind. developing taste 
for the wrong kind books, see that 
gets plenty the right kind, instead 
forbidding him have any kind 
books all.

and immediate emphasis. Not wartime emo- 


tionalism but basic philosophical principles 
should the standards according which 
these problems are studied and discussed. The 
proper social attitudes emphasized 
wartime, then, should proper attitudes 
toward international problems and toward the 
individual human persons whose very needs 
birth these problems. 


Nature Man and Society 


must recall that there are basic founda- 
tions upon which the rights nations and 
individuals rest. God did not bring this 
world into existence without fully equipping 
fulfill its purpose. His plan the plan 
all-wise, all-powerful, all-loving Father. 
made individual men and women people 
the earth, draw upon its resources, live 
life temporal security and happiness, and 
then return His bosom for eternity 
bliss. effect this safe return, God gave 
His human creatures dignified natures 
which are radiated certain very fundamental 
powers and instincts. protect the-function- 
ing and development these, implanted 
basic rights, natural, inalienable, all sufficing.

Hence God made society for man. Upon 
society God laid imperative duties see 
that the human persons over whom exer- 
cises authority attain their ultimate end 
this attainment. Now society cannot this 
unless it, too, bears fundamental rights com- 
plementing its God-given duties. Hence our 
present discussion falls naturally into these 
two divisions: first, proper social attitudes 
toward the nature and dignity per- 
sonality, and, second, proper attitudes toward 
the nature and dignity social living, with 
emphasis upon national integrity. 

There distinct relationship between the 
two concepts. National integrity condition 
general well-being and prosperity the 
social order among the nations the world, 
just personal freedom (within law) the 
condition life, liberty, and the pursuit 
happiness among individuals citizens. One 
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can see glance the very clear parallelism 
between the rights individual persons and 
the rights individual nations. Let call 
your attention, briefly, the parallel. 


Rights Persons and Nations 

There exists the human person deep- 
rooted right life, establish the social 
unit the family governed authority from 
within, propagate itself through marriage 
and the family, and pursue, within the 
limits justice, its personal, individual wel- 
fare. national scale, there exist parallel 
rights and these rights derive their just claim 
function from the divinely established role 
society and human authority over the 
affairs individual man. nation has 
right integrity; namely, independent life, 
social, cultural, and economical institutions, 
self-government, pursue, within the 
limits justice, its national life and pros- 
perity. 

individuals have the right the means 
livelihood; namely, share the earth’s 
resources, labor, the acquisition prop- 
erty and other possessions, the nation has 
guardianship over individuals, has, cor- 
relative that duty, the right maintain 
decent livelihood for itself, right freedom 
access the riches the earth which 
were given God the race whole and 
left the industry men and the law 
nations see the just distribution them; 
right the acquisition its needs, through 
trade and exchange, through labor, through 
territorial expansion, and forth. 

the individual has the right secure 
the pursuit his goal and freedom from 
unjust aggressors, invoking the dictates 
divine law support this right, and upon 
human authority protect and foster it, 
minorities, whether they minorities within 
a-nation minorities among the nations, have 
equally the support the eternal law God 
the bulwark their rights, 
national institutions and international law 
the protectors their strivings. 

the individual has the right live 
peace and security, without undue undigni- 
fied strain upon his human capacities for the 
maintenance that peace and security 
decent human existence, so, too, nations, 
virtue their duties their citizens, have 
the right live their lives unmolested 
threats invasion superior hostile forces, 
race for armaments, the support 
huge standing armies disrupting normal living, 
and economic barriers all kinds threat- 
ening disrupt the peaceful persuance 
society’s natural end, the common good 
that society and its individual members. 

the individual was made God for 
God, there must freedom worship God 
according the right conscience and clear 
conviction the individual. Individuals must 
respect the religious convictions one 
another, without persecution, without detri- 
ment their temporal eternal salvation. 
within the nation, there must reli- 
gious persecution. individuals. are bound, 
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the nation, too, bound recognize, 
honor, and publicly testify its subjection 
the all-powerful sovereign Creator who both 
ordained the existence the nation and gave 
temporal authority over its citizens. 


Causes War 


These, then, are the problems involved 
when peoples and nations war 
world-wide scale: independence nation, 
honorable position among the nations, pro- 
tection from unjust aggressors, just share 
the earth’s resources based nation’s 
needs, the securing outlying areas relieve 
population pressure home, just claims 
minorities established and recognized, the fail- 
ure international institutions arbitrate 
disputes and penalize transgressors; freedom 
the seas, trade and exchange; emigration 
and immigration, and fundamentally, the 
problem morality, the moral issues in- 
volved all these problems, the recognition 
and acceptance and obedience the law 
all laws, the eternal law the sovereign Lord 
and Master the universe and all that 
contains. 

These problems, seems me, are more 
immediate concern than others might have 
mentioned, and proper attitudes need 
fostered respect them. See, now, what 
fundamental principles these 
volve. All members the human race, regard- 
less race, blood, color, creed, nation aré 
children the same almighty Father, alike 
origin, alike destiny, alike fundamen- 
tal natural instincts loves and hates, 
fears and sorrows, pleasures and pains, 
prejudice and patriotism. All members the 
human race, regardless their accidental 
differences, are essentially moved nature 
see society and government the further- 
ance their individual and collective des- 
tinies. 

The above are few the fundamental 
principles which should admitted the 
peace table. They are the principles which will 
establish moral basis for discussions such 
problems distribution wealth, freedom 
access the earth’s resources, property rights, 
the right labor and just return for 
one’s labor, easing overpopulated areas, 
justice trade and exchange, recognition 
the basic rights and the divinely established 
role the family; the sacredness the 
human person, and the right every individ- 
ual work out his destiny the path marked 
out for him God. 


God Our Sovereign Ruler 


attain happy and permanent solution 
these international problems, the Divine 
Creator and Ruler the universe must 
recognized and His law accepted. His sole 
absolute right rule must admitted 
contradistinction the relative 
right conferred upon human rulers this 
same Divine Ruler the Universe. God’s 
direction the universe, and that means 
God’s eternal law, the supreme law men 
and nations. Beyond there appeal. 
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enforcers, any rulers human stature and 
caliber, must fall into line behind the Supreme 
Commander and His Standards; must His 
lieutenants guiding the men God, under 
God, unto God. 


Foundations for Peace 

When May, 1941, Pope Pius XII spoke 
the three fundamental values social and 
economic life the family, labor, and the 
use material goods, pointed out the core 
the social question and indicated what 
fields right attitudes were 
These principles labor and property and 
wealth must receive due recognition and 
cation the peace conference. They should 
receive much emphasis and immediate appre- 
ciation now, preparatory measure, 
schools and out schools, that just peace, 
based Christian social principles, will come 
forth from the peace chamber and 
heartedly received all mankind. 

cannot stress their importance too often 
nor too emphatically. There can world 
peace without universal recognition them; 
without, further, universal adoption them 
into everyday practical dealings men and 
nations. Too often the past have seeds 
future wars been implanted peace 
All too quickly have those seeds matured, 
plunging mankind again and again, practi- 
cally every generation and sometimes twice 
single generation, into bloody warfare and 
wholesale destruction and disaster. There must 
recognition, adoption, fulfillment the 
duties imposed upon men and nations vir- 
tue the natural, divinely given rights 
individuals and nations wheresoever they are 
found, under whatsoever flag they live, what- 
ever their blood, their race, their condition. 
For man, man, has his divine 
ment fundamental privileges virtue 
his humanity; virtue his divine origin 
and destiny; virtue his eternal salvation 
wrought Calvary’s hill. Every man 
possesses inalienable, personal 
guarded the virtue justice. Every man 
black, red, brown, yellow, white has, 
with me, common brotherhood, common 
origin, nature, goal, salvation. This will 
the most difficult principle for universal ac- 
ceptance the peace table; the most difficult 
pill swallow, byt unless swallowed, 
the world the future, perhaps within the 
lifetime some us, will again convulsed 
the throes wholesale slaughter. 


Teach Christian Social Philosophy 

And finally, now, practical, what can 
done and how can done, implant, 
encourage, foster, promote, 
proper social attitudes based cor- 
rect knowledge, wholesome appreciation, and 
sincere good will?

You may tell that have touched only 
the international aspect the question. 
That true. universal problems which 
bring about world wars, and feel myself 
justified emphasizing that aspect. This 
not deny that there exist most important 
social attitudes pertaining particularly intra- 
national relations; those which remain within 
the national boundaries, which pertain one’s 
native land, the love, the loyalty, the 
liberty, the justice, the honor, the apprecia- 
tion, the service due one’s country the 
virtue patriotism. With the proper concept 
this virtue, namely, part the virtue 
justice, and with the basic principles 
sound social order, the teacher and the student 
will find themselves equipped with the ma- 
terial for building proper attitudes toward 
political society which they live. 

This paper, therefore, has not told you how 
inculcate spirit patriotism your 
students. has not told you how train 
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them detect subversive propaganda nor 
fifth-column activities; nor has spoken 
Red Cross projects, the disloyalty sabotage, 
the dangers divided nation. excluded 
them, not because they were unimportant 
Who could think them such? but because 
they have with what might term 
national problems whereas emphasis was 
international problems.

THOMAS AQUINAS places patriotism 

within the sphere virtue, duty, and 
moral obligation, when says: “The princi- 
ples (origins) our being and governing are 
our parents and our country, which have 
given birth and nourishment. Consequently 
man debtor chiefly his parents and his 
country, after God. Wherefore just be- 
longs religion give worship God, 
does belong pietas, the second place, 
give worship one’s parents and one’s 
According Cardinal Mercier, 
his pastoral letter Patriotism and Endur- 
ance: “The religion Christ makes 
patriotism positive law; there perfect 
Christian who not also perfect patriot.” 
This same thought underlies the statements 
John Studebaker, United States Com- 
missioner Education, when considers 
religion and democracy: 

“All agree that belief the spiritual 
rights human beings the heart 
democracy. For democracy essentially 
moral and spiritual adventure. Democracy 
affirms that the greatness nation 
measured the ideals, aspirations, and 
the personal spiritual resources its citizens. 
based primarily upon our belief the 
fatherhood God and the brotherhood 
man, belief reflected all institutional 
efforts enhance the dignity and worth 
each human being. 

“Today educators have caught fresh 
vision the true relationship education 
and religion meeting the crisis confront- 
ing our civilization. They have come see 
even more clearly the primary importance 
spiritual values democracy. They have 
been made conscious the sources spirit- 
ual power which underlie democracy’s concern 
with ethics. They have recognized the need 
for renewal motivating faith, religious 
character, which will undergird democracy’s 
effort; faith expressing itself mutual 
helpfulness and unselfish service our 
brother man for the reason given the 
prophet who said: Have not all one 
Father? Hath not God created all?” 

The curriculum Catholic school, 
recognizing man’s duties both God and 
his country, thereby provides the best assur- 
ance for the development true patriotism. 
have God’s own word that all our duties 
are comprised the two commandments: 
love God above all things and love our 
neighbor ourselves for love Him.

The 
remembrance the past the safeguard 
the future. must, therefore, teach our 
children the history their country, its 
trials and sorrows, its achievements, its glory, 
and the accomplishments the men who 
made great. this way can children learn 
appreciate the heritage that theirs, the 
heritage which they must safeguard for their 
posterity. The lives great patriots are 
inspiration, the practical value which every 
teacher knows, but she also 
patriotism cannot taught week. 
must the result sustained effort know 
and love truth and goodness. The first and 
most effective practical means, therefore, 
teaching patriotism the perfect teaching 
religion, history, literature, and, fact, all 
subjects. 

The Use Symbols 


Teaching patriotism symbols may mean 
much almost nothing. Its value depends 
several factors: (1) the innate importance 
the reality for which the symbols stand; 
(2) the clear, true knowledge that the user 
has that reality; (3) the association 
ideas and emotional responses that the symbol 
has the power evoke given person. 
The value the cross and the flag teach- 
ing patriotism, measured the first and 
third these factors can scarcely dis- 
puted. Our opportunity teachers begins 
with the second factor. have already touched

The flag the 
symbol our political freedom. can 
recall the history our pioneers, founders, 
and builders, and the sacrifices they made 
that might live free country and 
might enjoy our God-given rights 
ties. Children who have been brought 
understand and appreciate the meaning the 
cross and the flag will mean what they say 
when they give the salutes. The formula for 
the salute the cross used the diocese 
Fort Wayne this: “Saving Cross Jesus 


Christ, glorious flag the Catholic 
salute thee.” the word “I,” the 


hand extended, palm upward, toward 


cross.

Saluting Our Flags 

Christian schools have their motto: 
“For God and country,” fitting that the 
salute the cross should followed 
diately the salute the flag.

Symbolism the Flag 


The association ideas relative the flag 
and the cross can multiplied indefinitely. 
The elements which compose the flag, for 
example, suggest many such ideas. The three 
colors, stripes (seven red, six white), the 
stars, and the blue field can all used. The 
number colors, three, will recall the mys- 
tery the Trinity. The three colors make 
but one flag, and teach from our catechism 
that there are three Divine Persons One 
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God. The parallel not significant except 
that link the association ideas 
that relate the flag and the cross. The 
stripes representing the original colonies 
can associated with the members the 
first Catholic Church: Christ, its founder, 
and His Apostles. The seven red stripes 
can associated with the seven sacraments. 
These channels grace flowing from the 
cross, cleanse, sanctify, nourish, and 
strengthen the soul, were purchased for 
the Precious Blood Christ. can then 
recall the temporal blessings flowing from the 
flag and give them sacramental character 
recalling that they were purchased for 
the patriotic blood our-national heroes. 
The six white stripes can associated with 
the six precepts which our holy Mother the 
Church has given enable live happy 
Catholic life. Our government, too, like 
kind mother, has given laws enable 
live happy American life. Children taught 
appreciate the value law will respect and 
observe it, for “he who grounded faith 
the principles law will become good 
Christian and good citizen.” 

The stars, also, can used stimulate 
association ideas. The pupils learn that 
the stars represent the states the union; 
but might point out that they are enclosed 
field blue, the symbol truth and 
loyalty, the virtues which keep our cosmopoli- 
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tan society united nation, pluribus 
unum.” The star itself special signifi- 
cance. Was not the sign that God chose 
direct the Wise Men Bethlehem, where they 
received the gift faith newborn 
Saviour? And are not the stars and stripes the 
civil guardians that Bethlehem? 

Colors always seize the imagination 
children and leave vivid impressions. the 
liturgy, the color red used remind 
the saints who shed their blood for Christ. 
This thought may with the red 
the the blood shed our 
American heroes and heroines. This idea 
opens vast field study history. The 
depth patriotism increases with knowledge 
the price paid for one’s heritage, 
religious national. The Church uses white, 
symbolic purity and courage, honor 
our Lord, His Blessed Mother, and the virgin 
saints who were not martyrs. The white 
the flag, too, honors the heroes and heroinés 
American history who merit called 
standard-bearers these virtues. 
worshiping young Americans soon learn 
love the virtues they see practiced those 
whom they idealize. They strive emulate 
them their own characters. Blue the 
color often used honor our Mother. 
association, the blue field the flag will 
remind the children that America has for her 
patroness none other than our Lady under the 
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most beautiful title, Concep- 
tion. This thought will inspire confidence the 
security our country because her pro- 
Hope the World. There are 
many opportunities call attention the 
traditional meanings associated with colors: 
valor, zeal, fervor, with red; purity, truth, 
justice, with white; reverence for God, 
loyalty, sincerity, with blue, the color 
heaven. George Washington’s interpretation 
may likewise noted: “We take the stars 
from heaven, the red from our mother coun- 
try, separating white stripes, thus show- 
ing that have separated from her, and the 
white stripes shall down posterity repre- 
senting liberty.” 


The Cross Universal Symbol 


The skillful presentation many other 
facts, such the following, can contrived: 
“The cross the universal symbol religion. 
was emblazoned the standards and 
armor the crusaders. hoc signo vinces 
restored Christianity pagan Rome.” St. 
Helena, the mother Constantine, recovered 
the true cross. The vessels Columbus sailed 
under the standard the cross. The first 
emblem ever touch American soil was the 
cross, planted the Catholic Columbus and 
his companions. the poet says: 

“Slowly, bareheaded, through the surf bore 
The sacred cross, and kneeling kissed the 

shore.” 

During religious services board vessel, 
the emblem the cross placed above the 
flag. Thus the cross the only flag that 
ever permitted fly above the Stars and 
Stripes. Our flag the third oldest national 
standards. older than the Union Jack 
Britain the Tricolors France. was 
first flown August 1777, from Fort 
Stanwix, the present city Rome, Y., 
and was under fire for the first time three 
days later, August the battle 
Oriskany. The following year, February 
13, 1778, received its first foreign salute. 
few months later, June 28, 1778, flew 
over foreign territory Nassau, Bahama 
Islands. 1831, received the name “Old 
Glory.” 

The multiple association ideas connecting 
the cross and the flag the minds the 
children will develop love and reverence for 
these sacred symbols. presenting the ab- 
stract truths our faith and national heritage 
way concrete examples and illustrations, 
can teach patriotism very realistic 
way. 

the art class, poster making strongly 
appeals children and offers excellent 
opportunity for correlation. making illus- 
trations the ideas suggested religion and 
citizenship classes, the pupils deepen within 
themselves the impressions that hope will 
culminate convictions. The pupils who 
actually make the posters will profit most, 
learning discrimination the choice words 
for captions, historical and religious facts, 
proper names, dates, spelling, etc. Activities 
involved the making posters all have 
sound educational values. Learning making 
studying posters, murals, and friezes 
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effective arousing interest and inspiring 
loyalty. Murals depicting the place the 
cross and the flag crucial periods history 
give excellent results developing desirable 
basic attitudes. For example, mural 
poster depicting Columbus and his companions 
planting the cross and the flag Spain the 
shores America. Another scene could 
representation the different colonial groups 
carrying the cross and the flag from their old 
their new homeland, place side side 
the emblems their closely related religion 
and love country. 

The Church needs the flag protect her 
temporal interests, and the state needs the 
cross train loyal citizens defend her. 
Children taught recognize the reciprocal 
nature the duties the cross and the flag 
will catch the meaning “For God and 
Country” and develop fearless, God-inspired 
patriotism, rooted convictions.

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Parent- Teacher-Pastor Relationships 
Arthur Murphy, Ph.D. 


HAVE had interest this subject for 

some time but never expected have 
opportunity talk about publicly. There 
are relationships implied: parent-pastor, 
parent-teacher, and teacher-pastor. Each 
these can turned around read respec- 
tively, pastor-parent, teacher-parent, and 
pastor-teacher because two viewpoints 
coincide. have attempted obtain the con- 
clusions each the good and bad each 
the others. not have the estimate 
any them themselves.* 

Teachers complain that the lethargy lack 
interest the parents the greatest thing 
with which they have contend. Parents 
claim that the teachers expect too much. The 
pastor says that hard get the parents 
interested the program the school and 
the parents fear that wants them there 
mainly source funds. The teacher 
holds that she often far better posi- 
tion know what should the 
school than the pastor because she 
professionally trained teacher, closer the 
child, and that his first care solicitude for 
souls because the shepherd souls 
while her chief task the vineyard the 
intellect. The pastor may feel that the teacher 
tries run his whole parish for him. 

There some truth these statements 
and great deal misunderstanding. There 
are problems here and they will not solved 
simply stating them second guessing 
definite possible advocating what 
possible do, here and now, today. 
glad here and what have offer 
offered spirit charity, tempered the 
exigencies this day see them. 

believe that healthy have pastor, 
teacher, and parent meet together discuss 


their common problems. shall try the 


spokesman for all three interests. Cath- 
olic educator sincerely concerned with 
the welfare Catholic education. parent 
parochial school children have certain 
grasp the problem the parochial school, 
least from the viewpoints the parent 
and the child. have also listened the prob- 
lems many other parents and find that 
practically the same difficulties trouble most 
them. 

outspoken layman what have 
say may somewhat rough spots but 
only grind down better surface be- 
neath. assure you not intention 
criticize praise but simply discuss 
these problems frankly, the end the good 
the children. 

There are sometimes differences opinion, 
for instance, between religious and some par- 
ents, over the primary purpose the Cath- 
olic school.

What Some Parents Think 


will help recall that the respon- 
sibility for education rests directly from God 
the parent and that teachers have their 
authority directly from parents but only in- 
directly from God. Thus teachers the school 
have only the authority which they derive 
from parents. This interpretation hinges, 
you will readily recognize, the proper 
understanding the Catholic teaching 
the responsibilities parents and the 
relative functions family, Church, and 
school. 

believe that the greatest difficulty between 
the pastors and teachers the one hand 
and the parents the other that they 
not see the picture the same light. the 
pastor and teacher education and religion are 
probably considered one and the same and 
religion the most important thing life. 
them religion all important, the reason 
for their vocations. Yet some parents not 
consider religion all important and are 
dealing with these parents and their children 
they are and not with the image what 
would like them be. 

are dealing with parents whose back- 
ground, training, and daily life are unlike 
your own. Few them. start each day 
assisting holy Mass you do. Few them 
can appreciate your point view your 
life and job any better than you can appre- 
ciate theirs. Many them believe you are 
intolerant them when they do- not show 
the excellence and enthusiasm for religion

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which you have. The explanation may that 
you and they come from different schools 
thought with different backgrounds. Your life 
and training institutional. Theirs are the 
experiences modern home. You probably 
have visited their homes and know what their 
houses look like but you not know all 
their problems how they actually live. 

Only those who are parents can possibly 
rounded out the character parent- 
hood and, therefore, understand perfectly. 
Parenthood develops man and woman 
other experience life does. Some 
you may have financial worries but 
bills are presented you for the food and 
shoes the flesh and blood for which you 
are responsible. You may have knelt the 
sickbed and comforted the departing soul 
relative near and dear you, but until you 
hold the hand your own feverish child and 
smooth the brow your own tired wife, you 
cannot know the feelings which speak. 
Until you hit the deck the dead night, 
not once but dozen times, not one night but 
dozen nights end, see why Junior 
Mary Ann whimpered; until you send their 
little feet each day the way the schools 
you manage and teach, not knowing for sure 
that they will ever reach home again; not 
until you have been driven almost frantic 
their nagging, their fighting, their frolics, and 
their sicknesses; not until they are yours can 
you appreciate the privilege, the heartache, 
and the happiness parent. 

You must realize that parents with whom 
you deal often have idea their own 
children very different from the one you have. 
Many them see their children their sons 
and daughters, fed and clothed and 
bathed and spanked, well intellects 
trained and souls saved. Your idea 
seldom includes all these things because 
you not have feed, clothe, bathe, and 
spank them. Let begin, then, with the un- 
derstanding that there difference. 

School problems would greatly simpli- 
fied parents, teachers, and pastors looked 
the whole picture through the same pair 
eyes. would easier the home 
today were like the home the “good old 
days.” However, the home today differ- 
ent and live and deal with the people who 
come from these homes. None can con- 
tent ourselves with the statement that “such 
and such should be, should not be.” For 
example: today’s parents should say their 
prayers common with their children; should 
attend evening Lenten devotions; should co- 
operate fully and actively with their parochial 
school and its teachers, but actual fact 
many them not and have deal 
with them they are, not would like 
have them. Our efforts must directed 
practical means lead them. cannot push 
them. 
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Maybe like this: are dealing with 
mules some which, matter fact, 
will kick whenever come within reach. 
Now, these mules did not kick, could 
such and such with them. But they 
kick and we, therefore, cannot such and 
such and must use different strategy with 
these mules. 

find that some parents are disconcerted 
their understanding the extent your 
enthusiasm. The strategy your enthusiasm 
make their children Catholic should pre- 
vent you from referring religion every- 
thing you and say your teaching. Many 
your pious expressions, though good 
themselves, will either over their heads 
become mockery. know that this not 
right, but fact. know that hero 
heroine appeals boy girl only human 
them. Everyone makes mistakes, but 
you will have consistent your mis- 
takes. The sweetest tempered teacher among 
you will eventually lose her temper and your 
pupils are waiting for the opportunity 
compare that behavior with your piety. Par- 
ents suffer this same manner. all teach 
best example and our best example must 
within the reach the information and 
the capacity our students and children 
imitate. 


Opportunities for Cooperation 

the parents’ duty know what goes 
school. Though you may the teach- 
ing, parents are obliged check what 
you teach and how well you teach it; conse- 
quently, they have both the right and duty 
know all that goes school regarding 
their children. child, therefore, should not 
feel that breaking confidence when 
reports all the doings the day. there 
are unpleasantries, some parents will event- 
ually form unfavorable impression the 
teacher, which may one the explana- 
the fact that teachers have 
sometimes found difficult win the full 
cooperation the parents. This lament 
noncooperation real. 

teacher sometimes feels that parents 
not have enough confidence what the 
does. Even though the teachers may 
young years, they have undergone 
course training which makes them pro- 
fessionals. They have met the requirements 
their state board education. They enjoy 
the confidence their religious superior. 
doubt, though, that they should resent the 
question the parent, should this be?” 
“Why this done?” sure, the par- 
ent should have enough confidence the 
teacher realize that what done done 
for the best interests the child. The teacher 
should welcome the inquiry, however, not 
inquisition but representative natural 
interest. 

Parents should come the school with 
their troubles, but many them feel that 
they are not wanted, that their normal inter- 
est will mistaken for critical interference. 
There are those, too, who feel that they 
come the school they will given job, 
will asked contribute, and once they 
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help the demands know ends. There are 
many parents who feel that the inconvenience 
and hardship they are put are valued 
less than the cost them, and often for 
purpose they feel little consequence. 
avoid these demands, they just stay away 
from the school. 

The lukewarm casual Catholic parent, 
the other hand, comes the school only 
when there trouble and comes with 
chip his shoulder. The wrath the Church 
the dictate the bishop will not knock 
off because actual fact does often 
take his children out and send them elsewhere. 
The non-Catholic has only one place edu- 
cate his children, the public school. The 
nominal Catholic does send his children 
one two places, the public school the 
Catholic school. must appreciate his idea 
that doing favor when sends his 
children Catholic school, since also 
supports the public school which, this case, 
does not use; because his children are 
truly members of, and valuable to, the 
Catholic Church are the children truly 
Catholic parent. making plea for the 
use more diplomatic strategy with these 
problem parents. like you, may like 
impatient with them but you and are sales- 
men education and the customer right. 

The pride and confidence that all good 
Catholics have the Catholic educational 
system impel them expect dignity 
conduct from Catholic teachers far above 
that other teachers that there room 
for comparison. Yet Catholic parents have 
been heard complain that the Catholic 
grade school teacher loses her temper more 
often than the public grade school teacher, 
has less patience and more partial because 
her tenure position more secure. Cath- 
olic parents, too, frown upon the use dis- 
ciplinary methods which can misinterpreted 
that they must explain them 
ashamed them before their non-Catholic 
friends. 


Occasion for Extreme Caution 


Care should taken teachers not 
fall into the habit holding pupils 
ridicule examples, and particular care 
should exercised against the use sarcasm, 
especially where refers the parents and 
their religion. Your honest effort work 
parent, through the child, make that 
parent more religious often resented. The 
comment you make the child reaches the 
parent with inflections and embellishments 
you never dreamed of, and, misconstrued 
the parent, comes back you the form 
not-too-sweet note asking you confine 
your teaching your pupils. Perhaps, too, 
can make better friends the parents 
try cooperate more fully with the 
children’s activities that are slightly outside 
the schoolroom; for instance, appreciate 
the parents’ attitude regarding such things 
the three scout organizations which are, 
course, not distinctly Catholic and yet 
which parents feel hold great amount 
good for their children. 

Let us, too, when small differences arise 
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the school, allow the child tell his story 
before commenting punishing. 
his parent feels that grave injustice 
been done; that his dearest possession 
been discriminated against. What, 
thing, the answer when mother says 
her child, after the child has related such 
case, “Well, think I’d better over and 
talk Sister about that,” and the child pleads, 
“Oh, no, Mother, don’t that. Sister 
just take out me.” this just juvenile 
trick put something over the teacher 
and escape detection? the mother’s appre. 
hension unwarranted? will 
teacher actually take out the child? 
Surely can build confidence between 
ourselves, our pupils, and their parents 
that when small troubles arise they can 
talked over freely, settled amicably, and 
not allowed grow into real grievances. 


Parents Should Understand 


parent, course, can fully understand 
the vocation Religious. parent has 
been called, has Religious, the service 
fellow man with expectation 
earthly reward and with the probable 
tation criticism. parent can realize, 
therefore, the quality the love which the 
daily inspiration teacher through the 
long years the classroom make men and 
women out youngsters who are dearest 
those parents who are often unable mold 
the children they would have them. Many 
you parents have shifted your re- 
sponsibility the teacher. This you may 
do. Few you would have perseverance 
toil day after day build man out 
someone else’s child and the patience wait 
generation see the finished product. None 
you has the humility your pastor has 
get Sunday after Sunday ask you for 
the tuition you mean pay. 

few days ago small son saw wedding 
and, being inclined toward the theatrical, de- 
clared wouldn’t marry girl who 
want have big wedding with all the trim- 
ings. How about being priest?” 
asked his mother. His answer was definite 
and vigorous Why? Because, said, 
couldn’t get the pulpit this Sunday 
and ask for the coal collection; the next Sun- 
day ask for the pew rent; after that for 
money pay the church debt. Your pastor 
just unhappy you are about the fact 
that has carpenter, banker, business- 
man, and proprietor bazaars for six days 
the week and can your pastor only 
Sunday, and even then, only after 
made the usual and unwelcome financial com- 
ments. 

Pastors and teachers are all working for 
the ultimate good your children, yet 
parent, because uncooperative spirit, 
can undo minutes what took the 
teacher half day build up. The teacher 
has your children school only five six 
hours day, during five days the week 
for the nine months the school year. You 
have them home hours the day 
during the school year and hours day 
during the summer. Yet, many you expect 
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the school accomplish its short time far 
more than you have done are doing. Still, 
they are your children. 

Try understand their problems before 
you criticize. Your criticism your parish 
school, its teachers, your pastor often 
simply criticism your own negligence 
affairs. You fail take sufficient in- 
terest your parochial school and yet many 
you, spite this, attempt shift your 
entire responsibility regarding your children 
that school. This responsibility primarily 
yours. your children either heaven 
hell, you, more than anyone else, will 
credited blamed. 

These children are investments God has 
made you and they should returned 
Him with interest. You the 
privilege participation with God the 
creation these, His children; now you are 
given the privilege cooperating with Him 
their education. This you sending 
them your parochial school where God’s 
representatives stand ready and willing 
the work which you cannot well, yet 
which you agreed done when 
you exercised the right parenthood.

Help for the Pastor

When pressed 
further, however, they leave the impression

few your teachers feel that not all you 
are trained school administrators while they 
themselves have been drilled specific school 
methods. All you, they would admit, have 
fine enthusiasm for schools, and between 
you there without doubt the foundation for 
the very highest type education. Now and 
then you just let the Sisters run the school; 
occasionally you don’t; and once while 
you may feel that the Sisters run your whole 
parish with the exception your house- 
you have that kind house- 
keeper and know what mean.

already exists. Parishioners have expressed 
themselves feeling shut out discussions 
the early days planning changes im- 
provements. own case have seldom, 
ever, been asked opinion concerning the 
care any parish temporalities any parish 
which have lived. Yet naturally 
always included when time pay for 
these activities. Like most men in.a democ- 
racy, parishioners like know where 
and how our money being spent, even our 
parish school contributions. Men will give 
more, they know exactly what for. 

all admire the courage and determina- 
tion, but not the strategy, our pastor who 
announces one Sunday morning, without pre- 
amble previous discussion warning: “We 
are going build new school,” explaining 
only with, “The Bishop has given his per- 
mission; the architect has drawn the 
plans.” Perhaps few could help sub- 
stantially with the ideas for new school, 
but since ours and are pay 
for it, would feel better were asked 
what thought about the whole project 
before was finally settled. believe 
would all more cooperative and under- 
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standing the school problems had 
word the decision, even though that word 
small and carry little weight the final 
analysis. The bare announcement that there 
stretched budgets and feeling that con- 
cern has been given this personal worry. 
The question merely one strategy. 

have enough confidence the goodness 
and generosity the average parishioner 
feel that this idea knowing what goes 
were established, consciousness 
would developed and would help with 
“our school” with feeling pride, 
parent not. 

Many us, harassed week and week out 
with battling for our own economic stability, 
not our actual existence, sometimes grasp 
sympathize with your weekly financial 
puzzle and admire the way you stretched last 
year’s budget, but feel that debt goes 
eternally and why work too hard pay 
off this debt when another, and one may 
not particularly want, will follow. This 
doubt erroneous idea, but many have 
and these are the people with whom you are 
dealing. Talk over when the school needs 
replacing repairing. Make the parishioners 
think they want themselves and they won’t 
able wait get started. 

Fathers, have intention desire 
the “smart aleck” about all this. 
respectfully serious and interested your 
school problems. This not any means 
the easiest thing for layman do, but 
the hope that can better under- 
stand each other with resulting good for our 
children the parish schools. have hope 
being right everything say suggest, 
yet suggest that perhaps your parish 
committee might help materially meeting 
the problem the maintenance the school. 
And believe further that with them could 
organization all those directly 
indirectly interested the work the school. 

Perhaps order make point seem 
have merely recited long litany mis- 
understandings which are interpreted 
grievances the unthinking. truly believe, 
however, that most misunderstandings life 
melt away when get together and discuss 
them frankly; and even fail arise when 
act group for our common good. 


Home and School Organization 


further this idea group action would 
like suggest organization bring the 
various interests the parochial school to- 
gether. There is, course, the Parish Union, 
which wholly Catholic organization. And 
there the PTA, the Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciation, not exclusively Catholic, but helpful. 
There are this organization dues, part 
which the local chapter affiliated with 
the actual PTA—go the national organi- 
zation. return for this, however, there 
program offered which has 
planned, and used; and most which 
serviceable Catholic schools. There are 
few parent-teacher organizations parochial 
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schools, some which are actually PTA 
units, others which are, the name sug- 
gests, organizations parents and teachers 
for the good the school.* 

Parishioners, getting back their fear 
debt, often fear that parents’ organization 
our own schools will used merely 
fund-raising group; while some the teach- 
ers fear that will come used merely 
for the entertainment the parents meet- 
ings. Neither these conditions needs 
exist. The organization would merely for 
the opportunity teachers and parents 
meet specified times discuss frankly the 
problems the school; its 
teachers; plans for its betterment physically, 
academically, socially. Rightly used parents’ 
group provides the opportunity for pastor, 
teacher, and parent come know one 
another. Without it, teachers find few oppor- 
tunities visit the homes their pupils, 
and parents seldom come visit the school 
merely spirit interest. 

the problem the teacher the lethargy 
the parents, here the answer. the 
parent harboring critical cloudy ideas 
what goes school, here the chance 
for him come, knowing welcome, and 
perhaps induced into some the intrica- 
cies the teaching his son and daughter 
receive. For the pastor, parents’ 
tion, while not cure-all end-all his 
many parish problems, will, rightly used, 
relieve him many the small worries 
his parish school.

She lived the time she was mar- 
the Castle Xavier which her own 
father had left her. All this has been told 
you explain how the name happens 
Xavier. least, always went his 
mother’s name. was born April 1506.

little better you remember that America 
was discovered 1492 and 1506 only 
years later; you have some idea the 
state the world was in. There were Turks tak- 
ing more less general possession things, 
trying to, and killing none too gently any- 
body who attempted prevent them. You 
know, course, that Columbus’ very purpose 
setting sail for the Indies was his desire 
convert the pagans. had not run into 
America instead, what would have happened 
us? 

Francis was the youngest the family. 
was beautiful child and grew into hand- 
some young man; but what far more im- 
portant, was highly gifted and used his 
“brains” not forgetting use plenty com- 
mon sense with the brains. say used his 
mind and common sense because did not 
let himself dragged into the loose 
which must have seen about him, for there 
was plenty it. was vain enough want 
popular and have people like him much, 
and appreciated being much demand but 
never resorted some the tactics which 
young people his day well our own 
use because they but mistakenly 
—that such things will get them where they 
can “go places and things.” 
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Ambitious Student 


Though all his older brothers had become 
soldiers, and that seemed quite the thing 
Francis wanted that badly 
Don Jasso and his wife and Francis, too, 
thought better let him study. loved 
study and did with exceptional success. 
the age was sent the University 
Paris. You cannot imagine what meant 
the University Paris. Students went 
there from all over the world. You will not 
forget, will you, that America had only re. 
cently been discovered, “from all over the 
world” did not mean those days what 
would mean today. Nevertheless, there 
university the world today which can com- 
pare with the number students who flocked 
Paris because its fame and its excellent 
teachers. became notorious well for the 
careless life many its students you 
might expect when many students from 
such varied places with almost control 
outside themselves came together. really 
always worth while having few people 
college university any place learn- 
ing, for that matter, whom the rest must 
respect some degree. But Francis did not 
let himself get mixed with much that 
side student life; was far too interested 
his studies and surpassing others the 
same subject. His main interest 
ophy. amazed his professors with his mas- 
tery.of the subject, say nothing how 
must have made his fellow students gasp. But 
loved study, and philosophy was his 
hobby. 

Renowned Professor 


Just when was about finish his 
studies, Don Jasso felt that could 
longer afford keep his son the univer- 
sity. Before sending for him return, how- 
ever, wrote Francis’ older sister who 
was nun very strict Order the time. 
She hastened answer the letter her 
father and begged him not take Francis 
out school, for she felt that God had great 
plans for her youngest brother. Don Jasso 
would not have written his daughter for ad- 
vice had not intended follow what 
she gave, for that always very silly thing 
do: ask for advice when you are in- 
tending all the time you please any- 
way. But Don Jasso was not like that. 
lowed the suggestion his daughter, and 
Francis completed his studies. Nowadays 
would say, finished magna cum laude, but 
those days they said this way: “Stay 
here and teach philosophy”; and that was the 
very thing cap the climax Francis 
Xavier’s ambition. 

Perhaps you should know something how 
they “managed professors” 1524 and there- 
abouts. the students liked professor, 
they clapped and clapped and stamped their 
feet and carried great style show 
that they wanted him stay on. They would 
crowd his classroom great numbers and pay 
the closest attention his teaching. After 
would leave the room the close lec- 
ture they would keep applauding until 
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was far out sight. That meant that 
might come back and they would happy 
listen him another day. they disliked 
professor, they simply rose and walked out 
the room, group students would hiss 
and scold until the poor professor would leave 
the place disgrace and, course, never 
come back again. would obliged 
some other university. Fortunately for the 
professor who was hissed out one place, 
there were newspapers nor the far more 
speedy radio those days get the word 
around London about what had happened 
Paris. 

Well, Francis was popular that could 
scarcely get out his classroom the end 
the hour more lecture. His followers 
gathered about him have additional 
word with the renowned professor, and they 
loved him sincerely. And the applause pleased 
him immensely. was music his ears and 
swung down the corridor and out into the 
air while the shouts and hand clapping re- 
sounded loudly still, even after had gone 
some way his quarters the city. Here 
was, the youngest Xavier, with his older 
brothers bringing what seemed obviously 
mere passing glory the name the family, 
making lasting nimbus about the escutcheon. 
Glory like this would never fade. History 
would tell the famous son the house 
Xavier who had even added the univer- 
sity’s reputation. Here was Aristotle come 
back life. Though one the youngest pro- 
fessors, was certainly the most popular; 
students proclaimed him their favorite, and 
students should know. one student had been 
dissatisfied with him, would not have 
walked out? And yet, student ever walked 
out Xavier’s class. Could any more have 
crowded in, they should certainly have been 
there. Oh, this was great; this was partial ful- 
his ambition. How fortunate 
had not taken arms with his brothers! 
And now was his boarding place, the 
applause longer reached his ears, but there 
would more tomorrow and the next day, 
and the day after that. 


Lame Student Comes 


Into this dreaming there limped strange 
reality who was head off the forward march 
Francis the kind glory thought 
wanted and made him rightabout-face the 
other direction. This was another student who 
came the University Paris from Spain. 
was not the university very long before 
heard the extraordinary professor 
philosophy. became interested once 
and, having little scheme his own which 
was trying work out efficiently 


possible, considered this Francis Xavier 


excellent prospect. order get close 
could his observing, this limping 
Stranger took his the same 
boardinghouse with Xavier and friend 
his the name Fevre. Fevre seems 
have been very agreeable person, who 
was not taken with himself and his own 
ambitions that might not give some time 
rather nondescript young student who 
was trying get acquainted with others 
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the student body. time, this apparently 
shy was exhorting 
the sacraments oftener even good people 
like the Xavier family did little more than 
make their Easter duty —to good the 
poor, and general fervent Christians. 
This irked Francis Xavier. wanted none 
this prating fellow’s exhortations; Fevre 
might listen him much liked, but 
would good enough not disturb Fran- 
cis with the stuff? Fevre was docile the 
admonitions and set about recasting his own 
life according the suggestions his fellow 
student. Taking his courage his hands, one 
day the young preacher forced himself upon 
Francis with “But what shall profit man, 
Don Francisco, gain the whole world and 
suffer the loss his own soul?” Francis 
shook him off. was not trying gain the 
whole world the first place; wanted only 
little share the glory which was rightly 
his due anyway, and had intentions 
losing his soul over the second place. 


Who Was Ignatius? 


Repulsed but not defeated, this miser for 
souls resolved try other tactics. would 
report back Francis every least bit 
praise had heard about him; would in- 
troduce new students him and the 
presence the professor praise his fine abil- 
ities. would put Francis under obligation 
him and then would try again. The 
trick worked. Francis began feel more 
kindly toward this man; inquired into his 
past history. learned, his very great sur- 
prise, that this Inigo was Ignatius Loyola 
who had been wounded the battle Pam- 
that was man parts, that 
was nobleman himself.

PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SCHOOLS 


Too few our fellow citizens seem 
realize that with all their faults both pub- 
lic and private schools are equally essen- 
tial the ideal American education 
and that they are, spite all the harsh 
things said, complementary 
another.

with the gentle truths our Holy Faith. St. 
Ignatius believed reaching the supernatural 
through the natural and taking all the ad- 
vantage possible what nature offered. 
certainly worked out perfectly with Francis 
Xavier, for Francis had been equipped nat- 
urally God with all the powers which make 
for good soldier Christ. was tall and 
handsome, had been good dancer, and had 
excelled athletics. was physically fit, 
mentally well endowed, and possessed all the 


and energy which would stand him 


such good stead now that was disposed 
use all these powers for the “greater honor 
and glory God.” That last the motto 
St. Ignatius and all his grand company 
Jesuits. Francis was threatening devote 
his life anyway the gaining glory. His 
job became one shifting the emphasis from 
his own glory that God. 


Francis Works for God 


not the least bit hard say “Francis 
Xavier gave seeking his own glory and 
devoted himself advancing the glory 
God,” but was not easy that for 
Francis do. you try the same thing 
yourself sometime which you should really 
you will find very difficult indeed; and 
Francis Xavier found terribly hard. 
knew very well and St. Ignatius told him 
again that there was way curbing his 
inordinate vanity without mortifying his 
body. The one-time proud and imperious 
Basque professor set himself the task with 
mighty will. took fasting and hair 
shirts and other forms penance. 
humbled himself wherever there was op- 
portunity and there were plenty them, 
there are for us, too, are looking for 
them and need not look too hard that. 
During the vacation time made the 30-day 
retreat, using his guide the Spiritual Exer- 
cises St. Ignatius. You will find the history 
and the outline the content these Spir- 
itual Exercises the life St. Ignatius, 
which you should know order better ap- 
preciate St. Francis Xavier. 
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St. Ignatius gathered few other men 
extraordinary and well fitted for the task 
St. Francis Xavier; but they would have 
been well fitted, wouldn’t they, since God 
Himself had fitted and intended them.

And that how 
happened that, while the Holy Father asked 
St. Ignatius send one his men the 
Indies, did leave Ignatius select 
the person whom would send. St. Ignatius 
sent St. Francis Xavier. Xavier, course, 
felt most unworthy such commission, but 
obeyed without asking why. The ambition 
which had fired the youngest son Don 
Jasso strive bring glory the family’s 
name, now inspired him burn out his life 
for the glory God. 


Second St. Paul 


was while was his way Goa, 
India, that the episode the opening this 
story took place. Don’t think for minute, 
however, that that was the single instance 
his fine influence that trip. was not.

and asked them “What must get 
heaven?” They told him must not kill 
cow because cows were sacred them, and 
must give them alms. response that, 
Francis stood and told them the true doc- 
trine about heaven and hell and who would 
each place. This worried the Brahmins 
not little and they shouted out with one 
voice “The God the Christians the only 
God”; but when Xavier asked them why they 
did not become Christians then, they said 
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great surprise “What will the people say?” 
Since quite difficult anything with 
people who act contrary their own con- 
victions, St. Francis was able really con- 
vert only one the Brahmins, but became 
very fervent and acted instructor for 
the missionary until his death. 


The Reward Francis 


For years St. Francis worked India, 
along the coast, Japan, and some the 
islands close the mainland India. Much 
those years was taken his travels 
from place place. sometimes converted 
many 10,000 persons one time; 
least, that number asked for baptism and for 
instructions. Additional missionaries came 
from Portugal the meantime, and St. Fran- 
cis used any number the zealous natives 
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catechists besides. His great ambition was 
into China, but before could land there, 
within sight what seemed him the prom. 
ised land. Only years age, 
achieved full life short space. 

Had remained the university pro. 
fessor, his life would perhaps have been pro. 
longed and might have enjoyed the 


its admiring students and associates the 


profession. One wonders whether the 
sciousness that had heeded instead the 
warning Ignatius “What shall profit 
man?” did not enhance the great peace with 
which anticipated the approval Christ 
whom had loved and served for less years 
than should have been his enjoy the 
pseudo peace which would have come him 
the ear tickling passing praise.

Organizing the Race

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Honoring the Flag 


The following rules for respect the 
flag are contained pamphlet issued 
the United States Navy: 

During the ceremony hoisting 
lowering the flag when the flag pass- 
ing parade review, all persons 
present should face the flag and stand 
attention. Those uniform should salute. 
Men not uniform should remove their 
headdress with the right hand and hold 
the left shoulder, the hand being 
over the heart. The salute the flag 
moving column rendered the 
moment the flag passes. 

not permit disrespect shown 
the flag. 

not let the flag touch the ground, 
deck, water. 

not place any emblem object 
any kind above the flag except the 
authorized head staffs. 

not drape the flag over the hood, 
top, sides, back vehicle, train, 
boat. When displayed from automo- 
bile, train, vehicle, should from 
staff firmly affixed. 

not display the flag float 
parade except from staff. 

not use the flag covering for 
ceiling. 

not carry the flag flat horizontally 
but always aloft and free.

pole halyard from which the flag 
flown. 

not use the flag festooned over 
doorways arches, tied bowknot 
otherwise employed purely decora- 
tive manner.

HARTFORD DIOCESE 


The report for the school year 1940-41, re- 
leased during Catholic Education Week last 
November Diocesan Superintendent Rev. 
Austin Munich and Assistant Superintendent 
Dr. Arthur Heffernan, shows total 44,005 
pupils the elementary schools within the dio- 
cese. This was loss seven tenths per 
cent from the previous year. Enrollment the 
public schools the state the same time 
showed drop 3.7 per cent. 

The total secondary school population the 
diocese, according this report, 2840, slight 
increase over the previous year. There were 876 
college students and 364 seminarians. The sec- 
ondary totals include the pupils parish 
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schools which maintain 9th grade, senior 
high schools, and one institutional high school. 

Last year there were new kindergartens 
the diocese making the total 53. Several other 
parishes added grade their elementary 
schools. 

Objective tests are given elementary and 
junior high school pupils twice yearly and the 
results compared with those previous years. 
Results tests the elementary grades are also 
compared with those seven other dioceses using 
the same tests. 

This report appropriately calls attention the 
fact that the Catholic schaols the diocese save 
the state annually more than four million dollars 
taxation, exclusive the cost buildings.

With most home heating systems, more damage 
can occur during the summer months than during 
the regular heating season, yet few homemakers 
realize this fact. First, the furnace should 
cleaned the spring, rather than the fall 
has been the usual custom; second, special atten- 
tion should given keeping the internal 
surfaces the furnace dry during the summer 
field, Mass., chief home heating engineer for 
Westinghouse.

For example, blowers 
forced warm-air units are commonly used hot 
weather circulate air and thus produce cool- 
ing effect the house. so, filters should 
inspected, and replaced necessary. When filters 
are clogged with dirt, air flow retarded and 
circulation greatly reduced.
